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AVE you. noticed the alliance of linen and 
H silk? It is the new touch for summer 
dresses. Never mind about the washing of 

a silk-trimmed garment, for there is always a 


way. You will have to remove collar, cuffs, gir- - 


dies before the cleansing. But in the interim the 
silk reigns supreme, and deservedly so. 

On the suit of white linen there are black 
satin cuffs and large revers that terminate in 
the sailor collar at the back. Here again we see 
black and white. The black satin is of a fine 
quality, and it were well to remember that a first- 
sight high price is really an economy when pur- 
chasing black silk. 

The little morning dress of delft-blue linen 
is trimmed with royal-blue silk. This is used as 
a sailor collar at the back, coming over.the shoul- 
ders and held down under the bib effect in front. 
A tie is knotted under the white embroidered 
collar. Turned-back cuffs are attached to the 
half-length sleeves, and a folded girdle heads the 
gored skirt, with its hanging panels in front and 
back. This little dress is ideal for the morning 
at the hotel or during the .after-breakfast walk. 

An afternoon model from Paris is shown in 
tan-striped linen. A pointed yoke shows the 
stripes meeting, while bands of the material have 
the stripes running in opposite directions. A 
black satin girdle is fastened under a shirred 
satin buckle, and rosettes of silk are used at 
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the side of bodice and skirt. Surely, this French 
idea is copyable by American fingers! 

Black silk is held down by bands and plastrons 
of colored embroidery on the white linen dress of 
peasant cut. The kimono blouse is trimmed with 
bands of black on each sleeve and a shallow collar 
of the silk above the circular embroidered yoke. A 
straight. sash passes down the front beneath ‘two 
squares of embroidery. Dark-blue silk on gray, or 
brown on yellow, would be a charming use of silk 
after this fashion. . 

On the dressy coat suit black satin appears, It 
carries out the black note of the eyelet embroidery 
that forms the revers and cuffs. The square collar 
is of black satin edged with eyelet-worked linen. 
Turned-back cuffs are of satin and embroidery. 
When this attractive linen coat is removed, you will 
see satin-covered buttons and a black satin girdle 
striped with linen bands. 

Cerise silk on stone-gray linen is shown in the 
simple button-trimmed model. The turned-back 
cuffs are straight, and are of cerise silk edged with 
dark-gray braid. A piece of embroidery is placed 
over this, on the outer edge of ‘the sleeve. The em- 
broidered collar is held under a triangle of gray, 
from which drop two tabs of cerise silk. And that 
is all. 

On the last exploitation of this silk-and-linen 
combination black silk is formed into a fringed sash 
that is knotted at the front. A neck trimming of 
black silk is knotted and tasseled, and completes the 
story. The bodice is embroidered in eyelet, with 
crescent-shaped inserts of Irish Yace. 
buttons trim sleeves and ‘skirt. ; 

* Silk and linen, then, must be the dominant 
thought in your summer plans. [If possible, make 
the silk trimmings detachable. The introduction of 
the new trimming is a relief, and undeniably becom- 
ing. Therefore it should be greeted with joy by the 
woman who is looking for “something different.”

m.ade feed scarce, and it will be ne 
cessary to use every pourid of coirse 
fodder available. Straw, cornstalks 
and even coarse hay are not. easily 
assimilated, which means consider- 
able waste of feed and impaired thrift 
of the animal. The addition of a 
small quantity of Herbageum will e - 
able the animal to thoroughly .assim- 
ilate even the coarse foods, and whey 
becomes a valuable feed for calves 
and pigs when seasoned with Herb»- 
geum. Whey contains considerable 
nourishment, but of itself is not easily 
digested. . 


A little salt rubbed on. the’ cups 
will take off the tea stains.

New Zealand, Mags: had the honor 
of acting as their jsuide to the vol- 
eanic wonders of Kotorua. With the 
exception of a few visits to Sydney 
and Melbourne latterly Maggie has 
spent her entire life in her native 
village. Her absorption of diviliza- 
tion is uncanny. She said, speaking

She added that 
to stand and gaze at a building with 
so rich a past as the Tower or White- 
hall was a new emotion to her since 
Maori buildings do not long endure 
and Sydney and Melbourne are mod- 
ern towns. Looking at her, however, 
as she sat back in her chair; wear- 
ing an every-day English white silk 
blouse and dark skirt, it was difti- 
cult indeed to imagine that her sur- 
roundings were in any way novel.

These utterances have been, since, 
most fully vindicated. .Up to 1907, 
flaxseed entered Canada free of duty, 
and as shown by the statistical re- 
cotd of exports and imports for 1905 
and 1906, Canada was an importing 
country. 

In 1905, imports were 176,887 bush- 
els and exports were only 814 bushels. 

Tn 1906 imports were 711,138 bush- 
els for home consumption, and ex- 
ports were only 2.824 bushels. 

After the duty of 10 cents per bush- 
el was placed against United States 
end other foreign countries, Canada 
became an exporting country. In 
1908, imports were - 495,154 bushels, 
and éxports were 10.997 bushels, .In 
1909, imports steadily decreased to 
298,468 bvshels, and exports increas- 
ed to 693,779. In 1910 imports of 
flax were only 4,844 bushels, while 
exports amounted to 1.997.648 bushels 
which had a value of $3.642,476.

“STONEHENGE.” 


Origin of Famous Monument Veiled 
in Mystery. 


The first serious inquiry into the 
origin ‘of Stonehenge came from a 
characteristic quarter, no less a ek 
son than the British Solomon, King 
fames 1., who, says The. London 
Globe, directed Inigo Jones, the fam- 
ous architect, to undertake the task. 
At the time of his death inigo had 
prepared some notes only. These were 
edited by a relative at the desire of 
two famous men, Harvey, discoverer 
of the circulation of the blood, and 
Belden, the lawyer; the theory ad- 
vanced being that Stonehenge was “‘a 
temple aiter the Tusran order.” It 
would be interesting to know how 
much of the work was rally Inigo’s, 
as it was based on certain geometriv 
measurements which proved to have 
been. léss aceurateiy dune than meght 
have been expected from an architect. 
The popular theory that monuments 
such a3 Stonehenge, or the circles at 
Keswick and elsewhere in the. Lake 
district, were Druids’ temples, origin- 
ated with Dr. William Stukeley. 
Stukeley was a man of great learning, 
but allowed his ideas to run away 
with’ him. 

His arguments formed a remarkable 
study. He had see te circles, ap- 
ep ged temples without priests; he 
ad read’ vf the Druids, apparently 
priests without temples. He wished to 
connect them. Then he found in Pliny 
@ fantastic story that in Gaul the 
serpents congregated at midsummer, 
produced irom their saliva an 
to which magic virtues were as- 
eribed. This they cast into the air, 
seemingly after the modern ritual of 
tossing the pancake, and he who would 
possess himself of the talisman must 
catch it ere jit reached Jue ground 
and fly for safety beyond running 
water; for all the terrors: that Tam 
o’ Shanter or “Elsie Venner braved 
were his Pliny crowns the whole 
by saying that he had seen one of 
these eggs; so when he adds that they 
were regarded as a charm by the 
Druids, Stukeley had no hesitation in 
saying that the circles were erected 
by the Druids for serpent worship. 
But why were they circles? Because, 
said Stukeley, they represented the 
coils of an enormous snake, worked 
in boulders, the image of their deity, 
To demonstrate this he made a sur: 
vey of the lines of stones near the 
circle at Avebury. The resu!ting snake 
was semi-detached, neither continuous 
and it was only by 
the help of artistic license that he 
was abi to produce the required dia- 
gram, Later he supplemented this by 
a plan of certain remains at Shap, 
Westmoreland. He himself remained 
at Carlisle—he was a wise man, for 
the weather was bad—and sent a 
young surveyor to do the work.
